Letter From France 

• France, March 6, 1919. 
Dear Parents— \ - • ^ 

Received five letters yesterday, sorry 
to hear that you people have been sick 
but' hope you will, be better in a few 
days^ . 

So Archie says he la coming home'in 
February, well they are here not very 
far from us and I.think they will fie 
here for some time and. I think they 
will atop here for some time and I don't 
thing they have. been in Germany but I 
think the 7th Division releases the 40th 
Division. They are In . Coblentz, Ger- 
many and am quite sure wie will be in 
the Army of Occupation. Bernies 
outfit ia around here alBo. I have met 
a few fellows who live in Waukegan 
that I came to the army with. . 1 sure 
was glad to Bee them. I have not look- 
ed up any Antioch fellows for I have 
been biisy.playing half the time and 
barbering the rpflt. 

I went on a trip to Tool Monday^ to 
the 7th 'Division horse show;; We had 
about five bands there from different 
regiments. . 

We are living in a French resident. 
It must havebeen a very good house 
before the war for its about four stories 
with fire places and big mirrors in each 
room." 

I understand things in the states are 
high but sausage that we bought in the 
states for 15 cents, we are paying $1.40 
a pound; 'eggs are '$i.20 a dozen. We 
are wearing our service stripe for six 
months. I suppose we will be wearing 
another before homeward bound -but 
hope notr while in. Paris I saw many 
soldiers wearing three. 

We are having lota of fun here. 
Some of j the band fellows found stiff 
hats which they cut down also German 
belts, caps and cones. A few of the 
band boys, that is the orchestra, goes 
on with a show. A few on furlough so 
I imagine we will not have so much 
iplaylng."

Pearl Fishers Barred \ 
From Fox River For Tik 

The annual hunt for pearls In 
.Fox river will hot begin this year unt 
July 16. Under an order issued b^ 
Ralph F. Bradford, chief game and fisl 
warden, and Charles Adkins, director 
of agriculture, mussed fishing or clani- 
ming is prohibited until that date. Adam 
Clow of Wheatland, district warden 
was notified of the order. 

Fox river was set aside as a state 
fish preaer ve under the law which^wen t 
into effect ,July 1, .1915, establishing 
preserves in various streams through- 
out the state. The intent of the law is 
to preserve fish resources of the state 
and by the establishment of preserves 
the natural conditions necessary to the 
spawning and development of the finny 
tribe are provided. 

The dragging of streams in the tak- 
ing of mussels or fresh water clams has 
a tendency, to destroy the jests and in- 
terfere with their spawning. In order 
to protect the fish in the spawning sea- 
son the Estate has issued the order pro- 
hibiting clamming until July 16. Fiah 
and game wardens of the district have 
been notified to arrest and prosecute 
all violators of the order. 

Each year the government deppsite 
hundreds of thousands of game fish in 
the Fox river. In the past, years com- 
plaint has been made that professional 
clammers have destroyed the nests of 
these fish. ' The order now in effect will 
protect the fish until after the spawi 
ipg season. 

Pearls valued at thousands of doll/ 
have been found in clams taken if 
the bed of the Fox river, but the f 
warden says that the pearl hunteri^ 
be able to find the .stones after July 16,' 
as well aa during the fish spawning 
season. 










Injunction Issued Against 
Supreme Court of Honor 

A temporary injunction has been is- 
eued at Springfield ogainst the Supreme 
Court of Honor and itaofficera, restrain- 
ing them from expelling any member 
and district court which have opposed 
the recent iricreaao in rates. .Several 
courts had' begun proceedings to prevent 
the collection of the , higher premiums, 
end it ia claimed that they have been 
sommoried by the officials of the order 
to phow cause why they should not be 
expelled for thia sanction. The Court 
of Honor is injoined against taking any 
Btepa against these members which will 
impair their standing until the whole 
matter of the increase in rateB haabeen 
passed upon by the courts, f.

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Now Is the spring of our discontent 
arrived, when every good and ambi- 
tions housekeeper turns her household 
belongings upside down ami Is Im- 
mersed in cleaning; polishing, reno- 
vating, replacing and repairing them. 
The house must take on Its summer 
dress and the-more we care for.it the 
more agreeable the work becomes. 
Floors, woodwork and furniture are 
all to be washed and polished'; to bo- 
gln the work with just softSvnter and 
bland soap are the best of nil things. 

One must have ready for the spring 
house cleaning"}! good furniture pol- 
ish. Spine, of those for sale In the 
.shops are hot good, for the finest pieces 
of furniture and It Is safer to have.a 
polish mixed at home- and perhaps 
cheaper. 

Home-Made Furniture Polish. 

To cleanse one's furniture with spe- 
cial attention to renewing its' fresh- 
ness Is, sometimes, to save money 
otherwise spent at a cabinet maker's. 
And for this work a most excellent 
polish for any hard wood Is one com- 
iiosed of one-third each of wood nlr 
cohol, vinegar and olive oil. An eighth 
of the quantity of* Unseed oil added 
will Increase Its polishing Capacities, 
but this necessitates greater elbow 
grease to prevent stickiness of the 
wood surfnee. 

Powdered pumice and olive oil make 
a splendid cleanser for intthbguny. Es- 
pecially with on obi piece, the beauty 
and depth of color may be entirely 
dimmed by dust and dirt that hhs col- 
lected through the months, If not the 
years. 

. The- best. wny ot treating It then is 
to have a soft bit of clpth— cheese 
cloth Is good; wet It with nil find then 
dip Into finely powdered pumice. With 
the pad thus made the wood Is rubbed 
vigorously, renewing the oil or pow- 
der as .needed, according to the con- 
dition of the.Bwnb. It will rapidly be- 
come dirty, and must l>e folded 'under 
froiu time to time that the' old dirt J 



shall not be rubbed into the. furniture, 
Cleaning Marble Baseboards. 

To entirely remove stains and dls- 
.coloration from mnrble baseboards oi 
show cases, tables or 1loor<4 or manul- 
pieces, dissolve powdered whiting in 
very strong soda water. Apply with 
Uiinneljind leave on to dry for twen- 
ty-four hours. 

The Care of Matting. 

The broom, oven the covered one, 
Is not good for matting, and neither 
Is the frequent use of the wet. cloth. 
The carpet-sweeper, used across the 
grain, Is better; and the vacuum- 
cleaner Is, of course, -best of all. Hut 
In between the latter two comes the 
hearth-brush, which Is a life-preserver 
to the matting and a labor-saver to 
the houseworker. To go over a mat- 
.ling-covered room with a duslpan and 
one of these brushes Is a matter of 
only a few minutes. These soft hair- 
brushes, thus used, raise little dust; 
they keep thc.muttlng nnd the corners 
In proper condition, nnd they do not 
roughen and Injure the matting's sur- 
face. Another merit Is that they may 
he. washed without Injury if they ure 
quickly dried.

A substitute speaker for Debs np- 
penrud nbout .1:30 o'clock, but when be 
attempted to make an address In pub- 
llerhe was chased away by policemen. 

More than seventy-flve men were ar- 
rested, including Thomns Devlne. So- 
cialist member of the city council. 
Umrgcs of Inciting riot were placed 
ngninsr them, but after noo policemen 
hnd succeeded In breaking 
mob the prisoners were all 
without ball. 

Announcement thnt Debs would not 
be permitted to speak was made late 
Saturday night, after the Socialists 
here had prepared to handle nn over- 
flow crowd. The announcement np- 
peared In the morning papers, and was 
the first notice the Socialists hnd that 
their meeting could not 'he held. 

When the hour for Debs to speak 
arrived there were at least G.O0O men 
and women congregated about the Wil- 
liam McKlnley monument In Court- 
house park, across the street from Me- 
morial hall. 

A man mounted the base of the 
monument. "We'll use Memorial hall 
this nfternoon If we hnve to wnde 
through blood to do It!" he shouted 
A policeman grubbed hlm.nnd he wns 
thrown unceremoniously into n patrol 
wagon. The mnn who essayed to spenk 
next also was arrested. 

As the crowd sensed what was oc- 
curring the radicals' began to hoot 
and boo the officers. Clubs were drawn 
nnd the crowd wns mnde to move. 
Then enme the pnrnde through the 
streets and cries of "Down with the 
mayor!" 'Tlnng him!" "To hell with 
the police!" and others of a similar 
nnture. 

It was nfter five o'clock before the 
police were able to disperse the crowd. 
Fist fights by the dozen occurred on 
street corners. Hotel lobbies were In- 
vaded by the malcontents. Street cars 
were held up and threats of serious 
outhreuks were to be heard on every 
hand.

Wnshlngton, April 2.— The American 
embassy at Mexico City was instructed 
to run left Inquiries concerning the re- 
port that the Mexican government bus 
granted' agricultural concessions to 
Japanese in Lower California, and to 
report the facts as quickly as possible. 
No official Information has reached 
the department about the concessions 
and surprise wns occasioned by the 
tllspqtch from Mexico City quoting 
General Amndo Auglrre, undersecre- 
tary of development and agriculture, 
saying they hud been granted. 

The American government Is Inter- 
ested both because of .the apparent 
success of the .Inpnnese in obtaining 
a long-sought foothold In Lower Cnll- 
fornln. ahd">eeniise ; the tract' of hind 
.Involved was developed and Is claimed 
by an Americnn company whose rights 
were declared forfeited by the Mexl- 
cun government In 1017. 

The. land, upward of a million acres 
below, the California border, was 
granted by the then President Diaz to 
the California and Mexlwn Land com- 
pany of Los Angeles, of which firm 
Harrison Grey Otis of Los Angeles, 
was the leading figure. 

It was desert .land, with nothing 
growing on it hut sage brash, cactus 
and chupnrrel. /The soil, however, was 
rich in places 80 feet deep formed by 
deposits for generations by the Col- 
orado river. It produced nothing for 
Mexico and the expense of putting wa- 
ter on the land wns so great that no 
one ln Mexico would undertake It. 

The American company spent more 
thnn $1,000,000 In Irrigation work be- 
fore the tract was productive. One of
